The  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  submit^ 
in  accordance  with  the  26th  Section  of  the  Act  13  &  14  Vict, 
c.  94,  and  the  10th  Section  of  the  Act  17  &  18  Vict.  c.  116, 
a  Report  of  their  proceedings  for  the  year  preceding  the 
Ist  of  November  1869. 

An  abstract  of  the  accounts  of  the  Commissioners  for  the 
same  period  is  annexed,  in  compliance  with  the  directions 
of  the  firstly-named  Act  See  Appendix,  No.  1,  p.  13. 
The  Rep(»rt  of  the  Auditor  will  be  found  at  page  30. 

The  grants  which  have  been  made  by  the  Commissioners 
to  Benefices,  Districts,  and  new  Parishes  during  the  past 
year,  including  grants  to  certain  Benefices  within  the  Parish 
of  Manchester,  under  the  ^provisions  of  "  The  Parish  of 
Manchester  Divisioii  Act,  ISSO,**  are  enumerated  in  the 
Appendix,  Nos.  2,  3,  4,  and  5,  pp.  31,  41,  51,  and  55.  The 
Instruments  for  confirming  such  grants  appear  in  the  Ap- 
pendix, Part  II.,  Na  34,  pp.  1  to  391. 

The  Commissioners  have  also  made  certain  grants  to  meet 
benefactions  in  accordance  with  the  15th  Section  of  the  Act 
23  &  24  Vict,  c*  124,  with  a  view  to  making  temporary 
provision  for  the  cure  of  souls  in  districts  in  which  large 
masses  of  population  are  collected  for  the  purpose  of  working 
mines.  The  particulars  of  these  grants  will  be  found  in  the 
Appendix,  No.  6,  p.  66, 
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The  grants  made  from  the  *^  Gaily  Knight  Fund,"  which 
have  been  made  during  the  past  year,  are  set  forth  in  the 
Appendix  No.  7,  p.  59. 

During  the  past  year  the  Commissioners  have  received, 
by  direction  ot  the  Lord  Chancellor,  under  the  provisions 
of  "The  Lord  Chancellor's  Augmentation  Act,  ISBS,** 
(26  &  27  Vict.  0.  126.)  the  sum  of  1,9002.  Of  this  amount 
700{.  have  been  appropriated,  as  required  by  his  Lord- 
ship, towards  the  immediate  augmentation  of  a  certain  Bene- 
fice, the  particulars  of  which  are  stated  in  the  Appendix, 
No.  8,  p.  59 ;  and  the  remaining  sum  of  1,2002.  has  also 
been  appropriated,  under  the  direction  of  his  Lordship, 
towards  the  prospective  au^entation  of  the  same  Benefice, 
as  set  forth  in  the  Appendix,  No.  9,  p.  59.  The  particulars 
of  the  cases  which,  during  the  past  year,  have  come  into 
the  enjoyment  of  the  prospective  augmentation  previously 
secured  are  specified  in  the  Appendix,  No.  10,  p.  60. 

A  Schedule  of  the  cases  in  which  local  claims  on  estates 
which  have  been  enfranchised  are  created  by  the  Acts 
3  &  4  Vict  c.  113,  and  17  &  18  Vict  c.  116,  in  compliance 
with  the  directions  of  the  secondly-mentioned  Act,  is  annexed 
to  this  Report.  The  same  Schedule  shows  the  period  at 
which  it  was  estimated  that  the  previously  subsisting  lease 
or  gi^ant,  in  each  case  under  wnich  the  estate  was  held, 
would  have  expired.     See  Appendix,  No.  11,  p.  60. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  3  &  4  Vict 
c.  113  and  17  &  18  Vict.  c.  84,  Schemes  have  been  passed 
for  augmenting  the  incomes  of  certain  Benefices  out  of 
the  incomes  of  other  Benefices.  See  Appendix,  No.  12, 
p.  61,  and  Part  II.,  No.  35,  pp.  641  and  758. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  16  &  17  Vict  c.  50, 
and  23  &  24  Vict  c.  124,  exchanges  of  the  patronage  of 
certain  Benefices  have  been  made,  and  the  Schemes  and 
particulars  relating  thereto  appear  in  the  Appendix,  No.  13, 
p.  61,  and  Part  IL,  No.  35,  pp.  553,  576,  and  713. 

Under  "The  Church  Building  Acts,''  '^The  Parish  of 
Manchester  Division  Act,  1850,"  and  "  The  New  Parishes 
Acts,"  the  following  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the 
Commissioners  during  the  past  year,  viz. : —

In  five  cases  grants  haye  been  made  by  way  of  com- 
pensation for  loss  of  fees  which  have  become  payable  to 
the  incumbents  of  certain  new  Parishes  formed  under 
•*  The  New  Parishes  Acts."  See  Appendix,  No.  19, 
p.  71. 

Orders  under  the  11th  section  of  the  Act  19  &  20 
Vict.  c.  104,  authorizing  the  performance,  in  forty-three 
Churches  or  Chapels  to  which  Districts  belong,  of  the 
offices  contemplated  by  that  section,  have  been  issued 
by  the  Commissioners.     See '"Appendix,  No.  20,  p.  72. 

Declarations  of  the  patronage  of  six  Churches  have 
been  also  issued.     See  Appendix,  No.  21,  p.  73. 

In  nine  cases  new  Churches  have  been  substituted 
for  old  Parish  Churches.    See  Appendix,  No.  22,  p.  74. 

Scales  of  Pew  Rents  have  been  fixed  for  six 
Churches.     See  Appendix,  No.  23,  p.  74. 

Two  hundred  and  six  conveyances  of  sites  for 
Churches,  burial  grounds,  and  parsonage  houses  respec- 
tively have  been  accepted.  See  Appendix,  No.  24, 
p.  75. 

In  pursuance  of  the  Act  5  Yict  sess.  2.  c.  26,  a  Scheme 
has  been  passed  for  adding  to  and  improving  the  episcopal 
house  of  residence  in  the  city  of  Peterborough  belonging  to 
the  Bishop  of  Peterborough.  See  Appendix,  Part  II., 
No.  35,  p.  656. 

The  particulars  of  some  slight  territorial  alterations  in 
the  dioceses  of  Oxford  and  Winchester,  and  in  the  arch- 
deaconries of  Berks  and  Winchester,  in  continuation  of 
the  tabular  statements  relating  to  such  matters  attached  to 
former  Reports,  and  the  Scheme  by  which  they  have  been 
effected,  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  Nos.  25  and  26, 
p.  81,  and  Part  II.,  No.  35,  p.  568. 

'  In  pursuance  of  the  Act  29  &  30  Vict  c.  Ill,  Schemes 
have  been  passed  for  providing  for  the  preservation  of  the 
Lollards'  Tower  and  Cardinal  Morton's  Tower,  and  the 
repair  of  the  fabric  of  the  Library  of  Lambeth  Palace,  and 
the  books  and  manu8crq)t8  belonging  thereto.  See  Ap- 
pendix, Part  II.,  No.  35,  pp.  652  and  653. 

A  Scheme  has  been  passed  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
Tinons  of  the  Act  29  &  30  Vict  c.  111.  for  effecting  an 
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€Xoban^e  of  ccprtain  prOf>ert7  belonging  to  the  Archbishop  of 
York  for  certain  other  property  belonging  to,  the  Gommis- 
sionere.    See  Appendix,  Part  II.,  No.  35,  p.  477. 

Upon  the  avoidance  of  the  See  of  Peterborough,  which 
occurred  during  the  past  year,  the  Commissioners  revised 
the  arrangements  then  in  force  in  relation  to  the  endowment 
of  the  See,  and  a  Scheme  has  been  passed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  23  &  24  Vict.  c.  124,  by  which  the 
endowment  has  been  regulated  so  as  to  secure  to  the  present 
Bishop  the  statutory  income  of  the  See.  See  Appendix, 
Partll.,  No.35,p.  715. 

In  pursuance  of  ^The  Ecclesiastical  Commission  Act, 
1868,''  Schemes  have  been  passed  by  which  the  Deans  and 
Chapters  of  Norwich,  Westminster,  and  Ely  have,  in  con- 
sideration of  money  payments,  transferred  to  the  Commis- 
sioners (with  certain  exceptions)  the  property  belonging  to 
them  respectively.  See  Appendix,  Part.  IL,  No.  35,  pp.  498, 
669,  and  731. 

The  Scheme  and  particulars  relating  to  the  endowment  of 
an  Archdeaconry  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  No.  27, 
p.  82,  and  Part  II.,  No.  35,  p.  400. 

The  Preferments,  the  endowments  of  whi<^  have  become 
vested  in  the  Commissioners  during  the  year  to  which  this 
report  has  reference,  are  enumerated  in  the  Appendix, 
No.  28,  p.  82. 

In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  17  &  18  Vict. 
0.  1 16,  a  Schedule  is  annexed  of  all  sales  of  reversions  and 
purchases  of  leasehold  interests  effected  during  the  year 
preceding  the  1st  November  last,  and  also  of  all  cases  of 
refusal,  with  the  special  reasons  for  the  same.  See  Appendix,

Ill,  and 
copies  of  all  Schemes  and  Bepresentations  prepared  by 
the  Commissioners,  and  sanctioned  and  approved  by  Her 
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Majesty  inOonoil  iurifkg  the  ssmeyear,  will  be^ooicl  in 
the  Appendix,  Part  IL,  Nos.  34  and  35,  pp.  1  and  392. 

The  Commissioners  have  neyer  tost  sight' of  the  importance 
of  tnmsferring  to  the  rectors  or  vicars  of  the  parishes  in 
whidi  loeal  dums  accrue^  lands  and  tithe  rentdiarges  within 
the  seyeral  parishes,  wherever  such  aas^nments  can  con- 
venientlj  he  made;  and  in  the  last  three  years  lands  and 
tidie  rentcharges  of  the  value  of  more  than  l2fi00L  a  year 
have  been  assigned  to  such  rectors  and  vicars  and  withdrawn 
firom  the  management  of  this  Board.  The  totU  value  so 
annend  exoeeds  2!lfiOOL  a  yean 

QSie  Conmiissioners  have,  as  alrisady  stated,  ntede  grants  to 
meet  henefaotioDS  of  equal  amount,  widi  a  view  to  making 
tempiorary  provision  for  the  cote  of  souls  in  districts  where 
large -masses  i>£  population  are  oollectod  for  the  purpose  of 
working  mines.  These  grants,  although  made  &ur  one  year 
only,  are  sddom  discontinued,  and  must  be  r^arded  in  any 
estimates  of  future  expenditure  by.the£Qard,.as  if  diey  were 
a  permanent  charge  upon  the  C<»nmon  Fund.  These  granta 
have  been  taken  up  to  a  large  extent  in  the  dioceses  of 
Durham  and  LlanaafP,  and  their  total  amount  is  but  little 
short  of  12,0001.  a  year. 

Tbe>  amount  appropriated  by  the  Commissioners  in  aid  of 
the  a.i^)PMaitatii>ii  of  poor  livings,  and  of  the  endowment  of 
new  diBtnoia  in  populous  places,  and  now  enjoyed  by  the 
incumbents  in  die  fcorm  of  land  and  r^itcharges,  or  of  per- 
manent grants  out  of  the  Common  Fund,  exceeds  at  the 
present  time  300,000/.  a  year^  and  this  is  in  addition  to 
annual  payments  exceeding  40^0002.  a  year  in  respect  of 
capital  sums  held  by  the  Commissioners  on  behalf  of 
benefices. 

The  Commissioners  in  their  last  Report  stated  that, 
although  they  were  urged  to  the  consideration  of  many  other 
conflicting  claims,  (such  as*— the  extension  of  the  augment- 
ations to  300/.  a  year  to  new  classes  of  cases  resting  their 
chums  on  the  score  of  population, — the  provision  of  larger 
incomes  than  300/.  a  year  where  the  cure  of  souls  extends 
over  a  population  exceeding  6,000  persons,  or  the  provision 
of  stipends  for  curates  in  such  cases, — or  an  earlier  con- 
sideration of  unsatisfied  local  claims,)  they  had  selected  the 
three  objects, — of  meeting  benefactions, — of  satisfying  to  a 
Umited  extent  local  claims, — and  of  endowing  new  districts 
in  populous  places,  as  the  best  mode  of  mstributing  the 
amount  of  300,000/.  then  at  their  disposal ;  and  the  Com- 
missioners  think  that  the  same  appropriation  is  the  best 
distribution  of  a  similar  amoimt  at  the  present  time. 
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The  CommiBsioDen  therefore  propose  for  the  current 
year — 

Ist.  To  meet  benefactions  bj  grants  to  the  amount  in 
capital  yalue  of  100,0002. 

2nd.  To  consider  the  local  claims  arising  in  respect  of  the 
estates  of  the  Archbishopric  of  Canterbury  so  as  to 
make  grants  to  the  extent  of  say  3,5002.  a  year. 

3rd.  To  appropriate  the  sum  of  3,000/.  a  year  in  perpetuity 
to  the  endowment  with  200/.  a  year  of  new 
churches  in  public  patronage,  to  which  districts 
shall  have  been  legally  assigned,  containing  in 
each  case  a  population  of  4,000  persons,  and  to  the 
endowment,  with  100/.  a  year  of  new  churches  in 
private  patronage  having  districts  l^ally  assigned 
to  them,  containing  in  each  case  a  like  population, 
on  condition  that  an  endowment  of  equal  value 
be  provided  from  non-ecclesiastical  sources. 

The  grants  to  be  thus  made  during  the  current  year  will 
be  of  the  capital  value  of  300,000/.

^  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pur- 
suance of  the  Act  of  the  fifty-ninth  year  of  His  Majesty  King 
George  the  Third,  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirtv-four,  of  the 
Act  of  the  second  and  third  years  of  Tour  Majesty,  chapter 
forty-nine,  and  of  the  Act  of  the  nineteenth  and  twentieth  years 
of  Your  Majesty,  chapter  fifty-five,  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly 
lay  before  Year  Majesty  in  Council,  the  following  representation 
as  to  the  assignment  of  a  district  chapelry  to  the  consecrated 
church  called  Christ  Church,  situate  at  Sowerby  Bridge,  in  the 
parish  of  Halifax,  in  the  county  of  York  and  in  the  diocese  of 
Ripon. 

**  Whereas  it  appears  to  us  to  be  expedient  that  a  district 
chapelry  should  be  assigned  to  the  said  church  called  Christ 
Church,  situate  at  Sowerby  Bridge  as  aforesaid  : 

"  Now,  therefore,  with  the  consent  of  the  Right  Reverend 
Robert,  Bishop  of  the  said  diocese  of  Ripon  (testified  by  his 
having  signed  and  sealed  this  representation),  we,  the  said  Eccle- 
siastical Commissioners,  humbly  represent  that  it  would>  in  our 
opinion^  be  expedient  that  all  that  part  of  the  said  parish  of 
HaliBftis  which  is  described  in  the  schedule  hereunder  written, 
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all  which  part^  together  with  the  boundai*ies  thereof,  is  delineated 
and  set  forth  on  the  map  or  plan  hereunto  annexed,  should  be 
assigned  as  a  district  chapelry  to  the  said  church  called  Christ 
Church,  situate  at  Sowerby  Bridge  as  aforesaid,  and  that  the 
same  should  be  named  *  The  District  Chapelry  of  Christ  Church, 
Sowerby  Bridge.' 

"  And  with  the  like  consent  of  the  said  Hobert,  Bishop  of  the 
said  diocese  of  Ripon  (testified  as  aforesaid),  we,  the  said  Eccle- 
siastical Commissioners,  further  represent  that  it  appears  to  us  to 
be  expedient,  that  banns  of  matrimony  should  be  published, 
and  that  marriages,  baptisms,  churchings,  and  burials  should  be 
solenmized  or  performed  at  such  church,  and  that  the  fees  to  be 
received  in  respect  of  the  publication  of  such  banns,  and  of  the 
solemnization  or  performance  of  the  said  offices,  should  be  paid 
and  belong  to  the  Minister  of  the  same  church  for  the  time  being  : 
Provided  always,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
as  expressing  any  intention  on  the  part  of  us  the  said  Commis- 
sioners to  concur  in  or  approve  the  taking  of  any  fee  for  the 
performance  of  the  said  office  of  baptism  or  for  the  registration 
thereof. 

"  We,  therefore,  humbly  pray  that  Your  Majesty  will  be  gra- 
ciously pleased  to  take  the  premises  into  Your  Royal  consider- 
ation, and  to  make  such  Order  with  respect  thereto  as  to  Your 
Majesty, Jn  Your  Royal  wisdom,  shall  seem  meet 

"  The  Schedule  to  which  the  foregoing  Representation  has 
reference. 

'*  The  district  chapelry  of  Christ  Church,  Sowerby  Bridge, 
being : — 

"  All  that  part  of  the  parish  of  Halifax,  in  the  county  of  York 
and  in  the  diocese  of  Ripon,  which  is  comprised  within,  and  is 
co-extensive  with,  that  portion  of  the  parochial  chapelry  of 
Sowerby  Bridge  which  is  bounded  on  the  north-east  by  the 
new  parish  of  Mount  Pellon,  within  the  original  limits  of  the 
said  parish  of  Halifax,  on  the  east  by  the  new  parish  of  Saint 
Paul,  King  Cross,  also  within  the  original  limits  of  the  said 
parish  of  Halifax,  on  the  south-east  partly  by  the  consolidated 
chapelry  of  Saint  Stephen,  Copley,  and  partly  by  the  new  parish 
of  Saint  Thomas,  Greetland,  both  withm  the  original  limits  of 
the  same  parish,  on  the  south-west  partly  by  the  district  chapelry 
of  Saint  George,  Sowerby,  and  partly  by  the  parochial  chapeliy 
of  Sowerby,  both  within  the  original  limits  of  the  said  parish,  on 
the  west  and  north-west  by  the  parochial  chapelry  of  Luddenden, 
also  within  the  original  limits  of  the  parish  of  Halifax  afore- 
said."

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Ccmimissioners  for  England  have, 
in  pursuance  of  the  Act  of  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Her 
Majesty,  chapter  thirty-seven,  duly,  prepared  and  laid  before 
Her  Majesty  in  Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  seventeenth 
day  of  December,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-eight,  in  the  words  and  figures  following  ;  that  is  to  say  : 

*^  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pur- 
suance of  the  Act  of  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Your  Majesty, 
chapter  thirty-seven,  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before 
your  Majesty  in  Council,  the  following  scheme  for  compensating 
certain  spiritual  persons,  whose  emoluments  have  been  diminished 
by  reason  of  proceedings  under  the  said  Act. 

"  Whereas  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  us  that  the  fees,  dues, 
or  other  emoluments  of  the  several  spiritual  persons  herein-after 
mentioned  have  been  diminished  by  reason  of  the  constitution 
under  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act  of  certain  disti-icts,  which 
districts  have  since  become  new  parishes  under  the  same  Act, 
and  that  the  payment  to  the  said  spiritual  persons  of  the  several 
annual  sums  specified  in  the  schedule  to  this  scheme  annexed 
would  provide  a  just  and  reasonable  compensation  for  such 
diminution  : 

"  Now,  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  that  in 
respect  of  the  new  parishes  mentioned  in  the  first  column  x)f  the 
said  schedule  hereunto  annexed,  there  shall  be  paid  by  us  to 
the  sevei-al  spiritual  persons  or  incumbents  mentioned  and  de- 
scribed in  the  second  column  of  the  same  schedule,  so  long  as 
they  shall  respectively  continue  to  be  incumbents  of  the  cures 
which  they  now  hold  respectively,  and  no  longer,  the  annual 
sums  mentioned  and  set  opposite  to  their  respective  names  in  the 
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third  column  of  the  same  schedule,  payment  of  such  annual  sums 
being  in  each  case  made  half-yearly,  upon  the  first  day  of  May 
and  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year,  but  with  the  right 
also  in  each  case  to  a  proportionate  payment  in  respect  of  any 
period  being  less  than  half  a  year  which  may  elapse  between  the 
first  day  of  May  or  the  first  day  of  November  (as  the  case  may 
be),  and  the  determination  from  whatever  cause  of  the  incum- 
bency, during  his  tenure  of  which  the  spiritual  person  is  entitled 
to  an  annual  sum  under  the  provisions  of  this  scheme. 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose  that  the  right  of 
the  said  spiritual  persons,  as  such  Incumbents  as  aforesaid,  to 
receive  the  said  annual  sums  respectively,  shall  in  each  case  be 
held  to  have  accrued,  and  that  payment  thereof  shall  accordingly 
be  made,  as  from  the  day  on  which  the  church  of  the  new  parish 
in  respect  of  which  such  compensation  is  made  was  consecrated, 
that  being  the  day  upon  which  in  each  case  the  Incumbent  of 
the  new  parish  became  empowered  to  perform  in  the  church 
thereof  those  offices,  and  became  entitled  to  retain  for  his  own 
benefit  those  fees,  in  consideration  of  the  loss  of  which  to  the 
mother  parish  or  cure  the  several  amounts  of  the  compensation 
grants  in  this  scheme  recommended  and  proposed  have  been  fixed 
by  us. 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing 
any  other  measures  relating  to  the  matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of 
them,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act,  or  of  any 
other  Act  of  Parliament.

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have, 
in  pursuance  of  the  Act  of  the  third  and  fourth  years  of  Her 
Migesty,  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirteen,  and  of  the  Act  of 
the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Her  Majesty,  chapter  thirtynseven, 
and  of  the  Act  of  the  nineteenth  and  twentieth  years  of  Her 
Majesty,  chapter  one  hundred  and  four,  duly  prepared  and  laid 
before  Her  Majesty  in  Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  fifth 
day  of  March,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight,  in  the  words  and  figures  following  ;  that  is  to  say  : 

"We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pur* 
suance  of  the  Act  of  the  third  and  fourth  years  of  Your  Majesty,

"Whereas  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  us  that  it  would 
promote  the  interests  of  religion  that  the  particular  portions  of 
the  said  parish  of  Trinity,  Walcot,  and  of  the  said  parish  of  Saint 
James,  Bath,  which  are  herein-after  mentioned  and  descrilM^ 
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{stich  portions  not  at  present  containing  "within  their  limits  anj 
consecrated  church  or  chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  divine 
worship)  should  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for  spiritual 
purposes  in  manner  herein-after  set  forth  : 

^  And  whereas  a  sum.  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  pounds 
sterling  has  been  contributed  and  paid  to  our  account  at  the 
Bank  of  England,  and  a  sum  of  one  thousand  one  hundred  and 
eleven  pounds  two  shillings  and  threepence  three  pounds  per 
centum  Consolidated  Bank  Annuities  has  been  contributed  and 
transferred  to  our  account  and  into  our  name  in  the  books  of  the 
Governor  and  Company  of  the  same  bank  hj  certain  persons,  ia 
aid  of  the  endowment  of  the  district  herein-nfter  recommended 
to  be  constituted,  and  of  the  maintenance  of  the  Minister  thereof 
for  the  time  being  ;  and  we  have  in  respect  thereof  agreed  with 
the  said  persons  so  contributing  the  said  sums  of  two  thousand 
five  hundred  pounds  sterling  and  of  one  thousand  one  hundred 
and  eleven  pounds  two  shillings  and  threepence  three  pounds  per 
centum  Consolidated  Bank  Annuities  as  aforesaid,  and  have 
undertaken  to  provide  and  pay  by  equal  half-yearly  payments^ 
on  the  first  day  of  May  and  the  first  day  of  J^ovember  in  each  and 
every  year,  to  such  Minister  as  aforesaid,  when  duly  licensed  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  herein  secondly  mentioned 
Act,  and  to  his  successors,  the  yearly  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
sixteen  pounds  thirteen  shillings  and  fourpence  : 

''  And  whereas  the  said  sums  of  two  thousand  five  hundred 
pounds  sterling  and  of  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  eleven 
pounds  two  shillings  and  threepence  three  pounds  per  centum 
Consolidated  Bank  Annuities  have  been  so  contributed  and  paid 
and  transferred  as  aforesaid  upon  the  understanding  that  we 
should  also  make  and  pay  out  of  the  Common  Fund  ci-eated  by 
the  firstly  herein-named  Act,  to  the  Minister  for  the  time  being 
of  the  said  district  herein-after  recommended  to  be  constituted, 
when  and  so  soon  as  such  Minister  shall  have  been  duly  licensed 
as  before  mentioned,  a  grant  of  fifty  pounds  per  annum,  and  upon 
the  further  understanding  that  (such  arrangement  appearing 
to  us  to  be  expedient)  the  whole  right  of  patronage  of  the  said 
district,  and  of  the  nomination  of  the  Minister  thereof,  should  be 
assigned  in  the  manner  herein-after  mentioned  : 

"  And  whereas  we  have  agreed  and  uudertaken  to  make  such 
grant  of  fifty  pounds  per  annum  as  aforesaid,  by  an  instrument 
to  be  executed  by  us  under  our  common  seal,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  the  twenty-ninth  and  thirtieth  years 
of  Your  Majesty,  chapter  one  hundred  and  eleven  : 

^*  Now,  therefore,  with  the  consent  of  the  Right  Honourable 
and  Right  Reverend  Robei»t  John,  Baron  Auckland,  Bishop  of 
the  said  diocese  of  Bath  and  Wells  (in  testimony  whereof  he  has 
signed  and  sealed  this  scheme),  we  humbly  recommend  and 
propose,  that  all  those  portions  of  the  said  parish  of  Trinity, 
Walcot,  and  of  the  said  parish  of  Saint  James,  Bath,  which  are 
described  in  the  schedule  hereunder  written,  and  which  are 
delineated  and  set  forth  on  the  map  or  plan  hereunto  annexed, 
Bhall,  upon  and  from  the  day  of  the  date  of  the  publication  in  the 
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London  Grazette  of  any  Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  ConncU  ratifying 
this  scheme,  become  and  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for 
spiritual  purposes,  and  that  the  same  shall  be  named  *The 
District  of  Saint  Paul,  Bath.' 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  the  whole  right 
of  patronage  of  the  said  district  so  recommended  to  be  constituted, 
and  of  the  nomination  of  the  Minister  thereof,  shall,  without  any 
assurance  in  the  law  other  than  this  scheme,  and  any  duly 
gazetted  Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council  ratifying  the  same, 
and  upon  and  from  the  day  of  the  date  of  the  publication  of  such 
Order  in  the  London  Gazette  as  aforesaid,  be  assigned  to  and  be 
absolutely  vested  in,  and  shall  and  may  from  time  to  time 
be  exercised  jointly  by,  the  Reverend  William  Cams,  canon 
residentiary  of  the  cathedral  church  of  Winchester;  by  the 
Reverend  Edmund  HoUond,  of  No.  33,  Hyde  Park  Gardens,  in 
the  county  of  Middlesex,  clerk  ;  by  the  Reverend  Charles  Kemble, 
the  rector  or  incumbent  of  the  rectory  of  the  parish  of  Saint 
Peter  and  Saint  Paul,  commonly  called  the  Abbey  Parish,  Bath, 
in  the  said  county  oC  Somerset ;  by  the  Reverend  Thomas 
Dehaney  Bernard,  the  rector  or  incumbent  of  the  rectory  of  the 
parish  of  Walcot,  in  the  same  county,  and  by  the  Reverend  James 
Murray  Dixon,  the  rector  or  incumbent  of  the  rectory  of  the  said 
parish  of  Trinity,  Walcot,  and  their  successors,  to  be  appointed 
as  herein-after  is  mentioned,  upon  trust,  nevertheless,  that  they, 
the  said  William  Cams,  Edmund  Hollond,  Charles  Kemble, 
Thomas  Dehaney  Bernard,  and  James  Murray  Dixon,  and  their 
successors,  shall,  upon  every  legal  vacancy  in  or  avoidance  of  the 
ministry  of  the  said  district  so  recommended  to  be  constituted, 
exercise  such  right  of  patronage  and  nomination,  by  nominating 
to  such  ministry  some  one  fit  and  proper  person,  being  in  holy  orders 
of  the  United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland,  to  be  approved  of 
for  the  purpose  by  them,  the  tmstees  for  the  time  being  of  the 
said  right  of  patronage  and  nomination,  or  by  a  majority  of  them  : 
Provided  always,  and  we  hereby  further  recommend  and  propose^ 
that  when  and  so  often  as  any  of  them,  the  said  William  Cams, 
Edmund  Hollond,  Charles  Kemble,  Thomas  Dehaney  Bernard, 
and  James  Murray  Dixon,  or  any  future  trustees  or  trustee, 
shall  die,  resign,  or  become  incapable  of  acting  in  the  execution 
of  the  tmst  hereby  recommended  and  proposed  to  bo  created,  or 
shall  desire  to  retire  from  the  said  trust,  then  and  in  every  such 
case  a  new  trustee  or  new  tmstees  of  the  said  right  of  patronage 
and  nomination  shall  be  appointed,  in  the  manner  and  subject  to 
the  several  provisions  set  forth  in  and  provided  by  the  tenth 
section  of  the  Act  of  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  years  of  your 
Majesty,  chapter  ninety-seven,  with  respect  to  new  tmstees  to  be 
appointed  under  the  provisions  of  such  last-mentioned  statute ;

"  All  those  portions  of  the  parish  of  Trinity,  Walcot,  in  the 
county  of  Somerset  and  in  the  diocese  of  Bath  and  Wells,  and  of 
the  parish  of  St.  James,  Bath,  in  the  same  county  and  diocese, 
which  are  comprised  within  and  are  bounded  by  an  imaginary, 
line,  commencing  upon  the  boundary  which  divides  the  said

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council, 

WfiERBAS  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  baTe^ 
in  pursuance  of  the  Act  of  the  third  and  fourth  years  of  Her 
Majesty,  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirteen,  of  the  Act  of  the  * 
sixt^  and  seventh  years  of  Her  Majesty,  chapter  thirty-seren, 
and  of  the  Act  of  the  nineteenth  and  twentieth  years  of  Her' 
Majesty,  chapter  one  hundred  and  four,  duly  prepared  and  laid' 
before  Her  Majesty  in  .Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  fourth 
day  of  March,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-' 
rnne,  in  the  words  and  figures  following ;  that  is  to  say: 

"  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pur-

to  provide  and  pay,  in  equal  half-yearly  portions  on  the  first  day 
of  May  and  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  and  every  year, 
to  such  Incumbent  as  aforesaid,  so  soon  as  one  shall  have  been 
duly  licensed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  herein 
secondly  mentioned  Act,  and  to  his  successors,  the  yearly  sum  of 
one  hundred  pounds : 

"  And  whereas  we  have  also  agreed  and  undertaken  to  make 
and  pay  out  of  the  *  Common  Fund '  created  by  the  firstly  herein 
mentioned  Act,  to  the  said  Incumbent  when  duly  licensed,  and

part,  togeth^  with  the  boundaries  thereof,  is  delineated  and  set 
forth  upon  the  map  or  plan  hereunto  annexed,  shall  upon  and 
from  the  day  of  the  date  of  the  publication  in  the  London  Gazette 
of  any  Order  of  Tour  Majesty  in  Council  ratifying  this  scheme, 
become  and  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for  spiritual  purposes, 
and  that  the  same  shall  be  named  'The  District  of  Cleator  Moor.'

part  thereof,  shall  be  eflectual  in  law  immediately  firom  and 
after  the  time  when  this  Order  shiUl  have  been  duly  published 
in  the  London  Gazette,  pursuant  to  the  said  Acts  ;  and  Her 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  like  advice,  is  pleased  hereby  to  direct 
that  this  Order  be  forthwith  registered  by  the  Registrar  of  the 
said  diocese  of  Carlisle.

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,

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<^  Her  Mfljesty,  chapter  one  hundred  and  eleven,  dulj'  prepared 
and  laid  before  Her  said  Majesty  in  Ck>ancil  a  scheme^  bearing 
date  the  eighteenth  day  of  February^  in  the  year  one  thoasand 
eight  hundred  and  dxty-nine,  in  the  words  and  figures  following; 
H^i  ifi  to  say  : 

**  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pur- 
suance of  an  Act  passed  in  the  session  of  Parliment  h^ld  in

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have, 
in  pursuance  of  ''The  Ecclesiastical  Commission  Act,  1868," 
,duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council  a  scheme, 
bearing  date  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  in  the  words  and  figures 
following  ;  that  is  to  say  : 

''We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pur- 
suance of  '  The  Ecdesiastical  Commission  Act,  1868,'  sections 
three  and  four,  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your 
'M^'esty  in  Council,  the  following  scheme  relating  to  the  Dean 
and  Chapter  of  the  cathedral  church  of  the  Holy  and  Undivided 
Trinity  of  Norwich. 

"  Whereas  the  said  chapter  now  consists  of  a  dean  and  four 
canons,  two  canonries  having  been  suspended  under  the  provisions 
of  an  Act  passed  in  the  session  held  in  the  third  and  fourth  years 
of  Your  Majesty's  reign,  intituled  *  An  Act  to  carry  into  dlect, 
with  certain  modifications,  the  fourth  Report  of  the  Commie- 
sioners  of  Ecclesiastical  Duties  and  Hevenues.' 

"  And  whereas  the  said  dean  and  chapter  have  agreed  witb  us 
that  a  scheme  should  be  laid  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council  for 
carrying  into  effect  a  transfer  to  us  of  part  of  the  property 
belonging  to  them,  for  the  considerations  and  upon  the  terms 
herein-after  set  forth,  which  terms  are  in  our  opinion  fair  and 
reasonable,  and  the  said  dean  and  chapter  have  further  agreed 
with  us  that  such  scheme  should  also  comprise  the  incidental 
provisions  herein-after  set  forth,  such  provisions  being  necessary 
for  carrying  into  effect  the  said  transfer. 
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^'And  whereas  the  lands  and  hereditaments  particniarly 
described  in  the  schedule  hereunto  annexed,  marked  A,  are  vested 
in  us  in  fee  simple  in  possession,  and  the  lands,  tenements, 
hereditaments,  and  securities  particularly  described  in  the  schedule 
hereunto  annexed,  marked  B,  are  part  of  the  property  of  the  said 
dean  and  chapter. 

'*  Now,  therefore,  with  the  consent  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of 
the  cathedral  church  of  the  Holj  and  Undivided  Trinity  or  Nor- 
wich, and  of  the  Honourable  and  Right  Reverend  John  Thomas 
Bisbop   of  Norwich,    as  visitor  of  the  said  dean   and  chapter 
(testified  by  their  having  hereunto  affixed  their  respective  cor- 
porate seals),  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  that  all  the 
manors,  lands,  tithes,  tenements,  and  hereditaments  which  now 
belong,  either  in  possession  or  reversion,  to  the  said  dean  and 
chapter  (excepting  all  rights  of   ecclesiastical  patronage,  the 
cathedral  church  and  the  precincts  thereof,  and   all  messuages, 
lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments  within  the  said  precincts, 
which  now  belong,  either   in    possession    or  reversion,  to  the 
said  dean  and  chapter,  or  any  of  them,  or  any  of  their  officers  in 
right  of  their  offices,  and  all  their  capitular  rights,  liberties,  and 
jurisdictions  within  the  same  precincts,  and  also  excepting  the 
lands,    tenements,    hereditaments,    and    securities    particularly 
described  in  the  schedule  hereunto  annexed  marked  B)  shall, 
together  with  the  benefit  of  the  perpetual  land  tax  charged 
thereupon^  which  has  been  redeemed,  upon  and  from  the  day  on 
which  any  Order  of  Your  Migesty  in  Council  ratifying    this 
scheme  shall  be  duly  pubhshed  in  the  London  Grazette,  be  trans- 
ferred to  us  in  the  manner  contemplated  by  the  said  first-men- 
tioned Act,  and  that  we  shall  be  entitled  to  the  rents,  profits,  and

aforesaid  we  shall  surrender  all  right  and  be  excluded  from  all 
participation  in  respect  of  the  said  suspended  canonries  to  and 
in  the  estates  and  property  to  be  retained  by  the  said  dean  and 
chapter  or  to  be  by  any  Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council 
ratifying  this  scheme  or  by  any  other  Order  made  under  the  said 
first-mentioned  Act  transferred  to  them  as  part  of  their  permanent 
endowment,  and  in  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  and  in  the  money 
payments  herein-after  mentioned,  and  that  in  further  consideration 
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of  and  for  such  transfer  to  us  as  aforesaid  there  shall  be  paid  hy 
us,  by  equal  half-yearly  payments  on  the  twenty-fifth  dtLj  of 
March  and  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  September  in  every  year, 
to  the  said  dean  and  chapter  the  annual  sum  of  two  thousand 
and  six  hundred  pounds,  and  that  the  payment  of  such  annual 
sum  shall  continue  until  the  said  dean  and  chapter  shall  have 
been,  under  the  authority  provided  by  the  said  first-mentioned 
Act,  put  into  possession  in  fee  simple  of  reid  estates,  of  which  not 
more  than  two  third  parts  shall  consist  of  tithe  rentcbarges, 
sufficient  to  secure  to  the  said  dean  and  chapter,  in  addition  to 
the  income  which  the  said  dean  and  chapter  will  derive  from  the 
estates  proposed  by  this  scheme  to  be  transferred  to  and  to  be 
retained  by  them,  a  clear  annual  income  therefrom,  after  deducting 
rates,  taxes,  the  cost  of  agency,  and  other  outgoings,  amounting 
to  the  said  annual  sum  of  two  thousand  and  six  hundred  pounds. 

"And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  there  shall 
also  be  paid  by  us  by  equal  half-yearly  payments  to  the  said  dean 
and  chapter,  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  March  and  the  twenty- 
ninth  day  of  September,  in  every  year  during  the  life  of  John 
Kitson,  esquire,  the  present  chapter  clerk  of  the  said  dean  and 
chapter,  a  sum  of  two  hundred  pounds  (such  last-mentioned  sum 
to  be  by  thera  appropriated  and  paid  to  the  said  John  Kitson,  in 
respect  of  the  profits  which  would  have  accrued  to  him  on  account 
of  the  management  of  the  estates  hereby  proposed  to  be  trans- 
ferred to  us),  and  that  the  first  half-yearly  payment  in  respect  of 
each  of  the  herein-before  mentioned  annual  sums  of  two  thousand 
and  six  hundred  pounds  and  two  hundred  pounds  shall  be  made 
on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  March  next. 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose  that,  as  the  considera- 
tion for  the  loss  which  the  said  dean  and  chapter  have  incun^ed 
by  having  abstained  from  renewing  certain  leases  of  the  said 
lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments  hereby  proposed  to  be  trans- 
ferred to  us,  which  became  renewable  prior  to  the  said  twenty- 
ninth  day  of  September  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight,  there  shall  be  paid  by  us  to  the  said  dean  and  chapter, 
immediately  upon  the  publication  as  aforesaid  of  any  Order  of 
Your  Majesty  in  Council  ratifying  this  scheme,  a  sum  of  five 
thousand  and  two  hundred  pounds,  and  that  the  receipt  or  receipts 
of  the  treasurer  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  dean  and  chapter 
shall  be  a  good  and  yalid  discharge  to  us  for  all  or  any  and  every 
such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  shall  therein  be  expressed  to  have 
been  paid  to  him  by  us  under  the  authority  of  this  scheme  when 
ratified  as  aforesaid. 

"And  we  further  recommend  and  propose  that,  as  a  further 
consideration  for  such  transfer  to  us  as  aforesaid,  a  capital  sum 
of  twelve  thousand  pounds  shall  be  set  apart  by  us  to  be  expended 
to  our  satisfaction  in  substantial  repairs,  restoration,  and  improve- 
ments of  the  said  cathedral  church,  and  of  the  buildings  belong- 
ing thereto,  and  that  interest  after  the  rate  of  three  pounds  per 
centum  per  annum  shall  be  allowed  by  us  to  the  said  dean  and 
chapter,  as  from  the  said  twenty-ninth  of  September  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  upon    the    said    capital  sum  of 
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twelve  thousand  pounds,  and  on  the  balances  thereof  fh)m  time 
to  time  remaining  in  our  hands,  such  interest  to  be  also  expended 
to  our  satisfaction  in  substantial  repairs  of  the  said  cathedral 
church  and  buildings. 

'^And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  with  the  like 
consent  of  the  said  dean  and  chapter  and  of  their  visitor,  that  the 
sums  of  stock  and  cash  which  are  specified  in  the  schedule  here- 
unto annexed,  marked  C,  and  also  any  other  sums  of  stock  and 
cash  which  may  be  now  invested  or  held  in  trust  for  the  said 
dean  and  chapter,  except  such  sums  of  stock  and  cash  as  may 
be  held  by  the  said  dean  and  chapter  in  trust  for  any  special 
or  charitable  purposes,  which  last-mentioned  suras  are  to  be 
retained  by  the  said  dean  and  chapter,  shall,  as  soon  as  con- 
veniently may  be,  be  sold  out  or  transferred,  and  .the  same  or  the 
proceeds  thereof  be  paid  or  carried  to  our  account  at  the  Bank  of 
England. 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing 
any  further  or  other  measures  relating  to  the  matters  aforesaid, 
in  conformity  with  the  said  Act  or  of  any  other  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment.

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioneiss  ibr  Eogiand  have,

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Majesty,  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirteen ;  of  the  Act  of  the 
sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Her  Majesty,  chapter  thirty-seyen ; 
and  the  Act  of  the  nineteenth  and  twentieth  years  of  Her  Ma- 
jesty, chapter  one  hundred  and  four,  duly  prepared  and  laid 
before  Her  Majesty  in  Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date  the 
thirteenth  day  of  May,  in  the  year  one  thousand  ei^t  hundred 
and  sixty-nine,  in  the  words  and  figures  following;  that  is 
to  say  :

one  hundred  and  four,  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  Lay  before 
Your  Majesty  in  Council,  the  following  scheme  for  constituting 
a  separate  district  for  spiritual  purposes  oat  of  the  parish  of 
Bengeo,  in  the  county  of  Hertford  and  in  the  diocese  of  Bo- 
Chester,  and  out  of  the  parish  of  Saint  Andrew,  Hertford,  in  the 
same  county  and  diocese. 

"  Whereas  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  us  that  it  would 
promote  the  interests  of  religion  that  the  particular  portions  of 
the  said  parish  of  Bengeo,  and  of  the  said  parish  of  Saint  Andrew, 
Hertford,  which  are  herein-after  mentioned  and  described  (such 
portions  not  at  present  containing  within  their  limits  any  <M)n- 
secrated  church  or  chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  divine 
worship),  should  be  constituted  a  separate  district  in  the  manner 
herein-after  recommended  and  set  forth. 

"  And  whereas  Abel  Smith,  of  Woodhall  Park,  in  the  said 
county  of  Hertford,  esquire,  has  contributed  and  paid  to  the  credit 
of  our  account  at  the  Bank  of  England  the  sum  of  three  thousand 
pounds  sterling,  in  aid  of  the  endowment  of  the  district  herein- 
after recommended  to  be  constituted,  and  of  the  maintenance  of  the 
Incumbent  thereof  for  the  time  being,  and  we  have,  in  respect  of 
such  sum,  agreed  with  the  said  Abel  Smith,  and  have  undertaken 
to  provide  and  pay,  by  equal  half-yearly  payments,  on  the  first 
day  of  May  and  on  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  and  every 
year,  to  such  Incumbent  as  aforesaid,  when  duly  licensed  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  herein  secondly  mentioned 
Act,  and  to  his  successors^  the  yearly  sum  of  one  hundred 
pounds. 

^'  And  whereas  the  said  sum  of  three  thousand  pounds  Bterling- 
has  been  so  contributed  and  paid  as  aforesaid,  upon  the  under- 
standing and  condition  that  (such  arrangement  appearing  to  us 
to  be  expedient)  the  whole  right  of  patronage  of  the  said  dis- 
trict, and  of  the  nomination  of  the  Incumbent  thereof,  should  be 
asoigned  in  the  manner  herein-after  mentioned. 

''  And  whereas  we  have  also  determined  to  make  and  pay,  out 
of  the  common  fund  created  by  the  firstly  herein  mentioned  Act,

And  whereas  the  said  scheme  has  been  approved  by  Her 
Mijesty  in  Council :  Now,  therefore,  Her  Miyesty,  by  imd  with 
the  advice  of  Her  said  C<MiQcil,  is  pleased  hereby  to  ratify  .the 
said  scheme,  and  to  order  and  direct  that  the  same  and  every 
part  thereof  shall  be  effectual  in  law  immediately  from  and  after 
the  time  when  this  Order  shall  have  been  duly  published  m  the 
li^ondoa  Gasette,  pur&fuant  to  the  said  Acts ;  and  Her  Mijesty, 
by  ai^d  with  the  like  adyice,.  is  pleased  hereby  to  direct  that  thb 
Ordei:  be  forthwith  regis^red  hj  the  Begistrar  of  the  said 
diocese  of  Rochester.

of  Saint  Paul,  situate  at  Blackheath  as  aforesaid. 

*'Now,  therefore,  with  the  consent  of  the  Right  Reverend 
Henry,  Bishop  of  the  said  diocese  of  Worcester,  as  such  Bishop, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Venerable  Richard  Brindley  Hone,  Arch- 
deacon of  Worcester,  and  Rector  or  Incumbent  of  the  rectory  of 
the  said  Parish  of  Halesowen,  and,  as  such  Rector  or  Incumbent, 
the  patron  of  the  rectory  of  the  said  parish  of  The  Quinton,  with 
the  consent  of  ^e  Right  Honourable  Greorge  William,  Baron 
Lyttelton,  as  the  patron  of  the  rectory  of  the  said  parish  of 
Halesowen,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Right  Honourable 
William  Page,  Baron  Hatherley,  Lord  High  Chancellor  of  Great 
Britain,  as  the  patron  on  behalf  of  the  Crown  of  the  vicarage  of 
the  said  parish  of  Rowley  Regis  (in  testimony  whereof  they,  the

should  be  united  and  formed  into  one  consolidated  chapelry  for 
the  said  church  of  Saint  Paul,  situate  at  Blackheath  as  aforesaid, 
and  that  the  same  should  be  named  '  The  Consolidated  Chapelry 
of  Saint  Paul,  Blackheath,'  and  that  the  right  of  presentation 
and  appointment  to  the  church  of  such  consolidated  chapelry 
should  belong  to  and  be  exercised  by  the  said  Henry,  Bishop  of 
the  said  diocese  of  Worcester,  and  by  his  successors,  bishops  of 
the  same  diocese,  for  ever. 

"  We,  therefore,  humbly  pray  that  Tour  Majesty  will  be  gra- 
ciously pleased  to  take  the  premises  into  Your  Royal  consideration, 
and  to  make  such  Order  in  respect  tiiereto  as  to  Your  Majesty,  in 
Your  Royal  wisdom,  shall  seem  meet.

every  part  thereof,  shall  be  effectual  in  law  immediately  from 
and  after  the  time  when  this  Order  shall  have  been  duly  pub- 
lished in  the  London  Gazette,  pursuant  to  the  said  Acts;  and 
Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  like  advice,  is  pleased  hereby  to 
direct  that  this  Order  be  forthwith  registered  by  the  Registrar  of 
the  said  diocese  of  Worcester.

PRESENT : 

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Mi^esty  in  Council. 

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have, 
in  pursuance  of  the  Act  of  the  third  and  fourtli  years  of  Her 
Majesty,  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirteen  ;  of  the  Act  of  the 
sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Her  Majesty,  chapter  thirty-seven, 
and  of  the  Act  of  the  nineteenth  and  twentieth  years  of  Her 
Majesty,  chapter  one  hundred  and  four,  duly  prepared  and  laid 
before  Tier  Mnjesty  in  Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  tenth 
day  of  June,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
nine,  in  the  words  and  figures  following  ;  that  is  to  say  : 

"  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pur- 
suance of  the  Act  of  the  third  and  fourth  years  of  Your  Majesty, 
chapter  one  hundred  and  thirteen  ;  of  the  Act  of  the  sixth  and 
seventh  years  of  Your  Majesty,  chapter  thirty -seven ;  and  of  the 
Act  of  the  nineteenth  and  twentieth  years  of  Your  Miyesty, 
chapter  one  hundi'ed  and  four,  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly 
lay  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council,  the  following  scheme  for 
constituting  a  separate  district  for  spiritual  purposes  out  of  the 
new  parish  of  Saint  Mary,  West  Brompton,  in  the  county  of 
Middlesex  and  in  the  diocese  of  London,  and  out  of  ihe  new 
parish  of  Saint  Paul,  Onslow  Square,  in  the  same  countyanl 
diocese. 
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"Whereas  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  us  that  it  would 
promote  the  interests  of  religion  that  the  particular  portions  of 
the  said  new  parish  of  Saint  Marj,  West  Brompton,  and  of  the  said 
new  parish  of  Saint  Paul,  Onslow  Square,  which  are  herein-after 
mentioned  and  described  (such  portions  not  at  present  containing 
within  their  aggregate  limits  any  consecrated  church  or  chapel  in 
use  for  the  purposes  of  divine  worship),  should  be  constituted 
into  one  separate  district  by  the  title  of  *  Saint  Augustine,  South 
Kensington,'  in  the  manner  herein*after  recommended  and  set 
forth. 

"  And  whereas  a  sum  of  three  thousand  three  hundred  and 
thirty-three  pounds  six  shillings  and  eightpence,  three  pounds  per 
centum  reduced  bank  annuities,  has  been  contributed  and  trans- 
ferred into  our  name  in  the  books  of  the  Governor  and  Company 
of  the  Bank  of  England,  by  certain  persons  in  aid  of  the  endow- 
ment of  the  district  herein-after  recommended  to  be  constituted, 
and  of  the  maintenance  of  the  Incumbent  thereof  for  the  time 
being,  and  we  have  in  respect  of  such  sum  agreed  with  the  per- 
sons from  whom  we  received  the  same,  and  have  undertaken  to 
provide  and  pay,  by  equal  half-yearly  payments  on  the  first  day 
of  May  and  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  and  every  year,  to 
such  Incumbent  as  aforesaid,  when  he  shall  have  been  duly  licensed 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  herein  secondly  men- 
tioned Act,  and  to  his  successors,  the  yearly  sum  of  one  hundred 
pounds. 

*'  And  whereas  the  said  sum  of  three  thousand  three  hundred 
and  thirty-three  pounds  six  shillings  and  eightpence,  three  pounds 
per  centum  reduced  bank  annuities,  has  been  so  contributed  and 
transferred  as  aforesaid  upon  the  understanding  and  condition 
that  (such  arrangement  appearing  to  us  to  be  expedient)  the 
whole  right  of  patronage  of  the  said  district,  and  of  the  nomina- 
tion of  the  Incumbent  thereof,  should  be  assigned  in  the  manner 
herein-after  recommended  and  proposed. 

**  And  whereas  we  have  also  determined  to  make  and  pay  out 
of  the  Common  Fund  created  by  the  firstly  herein-mentioned  Act 
to  the  Incumbent  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  district  herein- 
after recommended  to  be  constituted,  when  duly  licensed  as  afore- 
said, the  yearly  sum  of  fifty  pounds,  the  payment  whereof  will  bo 
secured  by  an  instrument  to  be  executed  by  us  under  our  common 
seal,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  the  twenty- 
ninth  and  thirtieth  years  of  Your  Majesty,  chapter  one  hundred 
and  eleven. 

"  Now,  therefore,  with  the  consent  of  the  Right  Honourable 
and  Right  Reverend  John,  Bishop  of  the  said  diocese  of  London 
(in  testimony  whereof  he  has  signed  and  sealed  this  scheme),  we, 
the  said  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners,  humbly  recommend  and 
propose,  that  all  those  portions  of  the  said  new  parish  of  Saint 
Mary,  West  Brompton,  and  of  the  said  new  parish  of  Saint  Paul, 
Onslow-equare,  which  are  described  in  the  schedule  hereunder 
written,  all  which  portions,  together  with  the  boundaries  thereof, 
are  delineated  and  set  forth  on  the  ma^  or  plan  hereunto  annexed, 
shall,  upon  and  from  the  day  of  the  publication  in  the  London 
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Guzette  of  any  Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  Cotincil  ratifying  ^us 
scheme,  become  and  be  constituted  into  one  separate  distriet  for 
spiritual  purposes,  and  that  the  same  shall  be  named  *  The  Dis- 
trict of  Saint  Augustine,  South  Kensington.' 

'^And  we  iiirther  recommend  and  propose,  that  the  whole 
right  of  patronage  of  the  said  distarict  so  recommended  to  be  con- 
stituted, and  when  such,  district  shall  hdve  become  a  new  parish 
under  the  secondly  and  tfah^ly  herein^before  mentioned  Acts, 
theh  of  duch  new  parish,  4Uid  of  the  nomination  of  the  Incumbent 
thereof,  shall,  without  any  assurance  in  the  law  other  than  this

as  we  may  consider  necessary  or  desirable. 

'*  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose  that  the  books  and 
manuscripts  in  the  said  library  shall  be  forthwith,  or  as  soon  as 
conveniently  may  be,  placed  in  a  proper  state  of  repair  at  our 
expense  uid  under  our  direction,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  the 
like  approval  and  concurrence  of  the  said  Archbishop.

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and  fifty  pounds,  and  ibat  a  Buai  equivalent  to  two  such  half- 
yearly  pajments  shall  be  made  immediately  on  the  gazetting  of 
an  Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council  ratifying  this  scheme,  in 
respect  of  the  two  hau  years  which  have  elapsed  since  th^  first 
day  of  January  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight :

also  that)  subject  to  such  restrictions,  access  to  the  said  library 
sliall  be  secured  to  the  public  during  a  period  of  nine  months  in 
every  year,  on  three  days  (at  the  least)  in  every  week,  for  not 
less  than  three  hours  on  each  day,  and  that  all  the  payments 
aforissaid  be  made  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  estates 
formerly  belonging  to  the  see  of  Canterbury  which  have  been 
transferred  to  us. 

*^  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein 
conlained  shall  prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing 
any  other  measures  relating  to  the  matters  aforesaid,  in  con- 
formilT  with  the  said  herein-before  mentioned  Act^  or  any  other 
Act  of  Parliament." 

And  whereas  the  said  scheme  has  been  approved  by  Her 
iK^jesty  in  Council:  Now,  therefore.  Her  Majesty,  by  and  witli 
the  advice  of  Her  said  Council,  is  pleased  hereby  to  ratify  the 
said  scheme,  and  to  order  and  direct  that  the  same,  and  every 
part  thereof,  shall  be  effectual  in  law  immediately  from  and

Now,  therefore,  with  the  consent  of  the  said  William  Connor, 
Bishop  of  Peterborough,  testified  by  his  having  signed  and  sealed 
this  scheme,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose  that  the  said 
bishop  be  authorized  to  borrow  from  the  Governors  of  the  Bounty 
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of  Queen  Anne,  and  that  the  said  Governors  be  empowered  to 
lend,  under  the  provisions  of  the  above-mentioned  Acts,  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  two  hundred  pounds,  and  as  a  security  for  the 
same  that  the  said  Bishop  do  mortgage  all  or  any  part  of  the

their  successors  or  assigns,  one  thirtieth  part  of  the  said  principal 
sum  until  the  whole  thereof  shall  be  repaid,  and  shall  at  the  end 
of  the  first  and  each  succeeding  year  pay  interest  at  the  rate  of 
four  pounds  per  centum  per  annum  on  the  said  principal  sum,  or 
on  so  much  thereof  as  shall  from  time  to  time  remain  unpaid, 
and  if  and  when  it  shall  happen  that  the  principal  and  interest 
directed  to  be  paid  as  herein-before  mentioned  shall  be  in  arrear 
and  unpaid,  for  the  space  of  forty  days  after  the  same  shall

the  said  see,  until,  the  principal  money  and  interest,  costs,  and 
charges,  shall  have  been  paid  off  and  discharged. 

'*  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  the  said  sum 
of  one  thousand  two  hundred  pounds  shall  be  paid  to  us,  and 
that  the  receipt  of  our  joint  treasurers,  for  the  time  being, 
endorsed  on  the  said  mortgage  deed  shall  be  a  good  and  sufficient 
discharge  to  the  said  Grovemors  and  their  successors  for  the 
same,  who  shall  not  be  bound  or  required  to  see  to  the  application 
thereof,  and  that  upon  the  receipt  of  the  said  sum  of  one  thousand

Acts,  or  of  either  of  them,  or  of  any  other  Act  of  Parliament"

*^  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pur- 
suance of  the  'Ecclesiastical  Commission  Act,  1868,'  sections 
three  and  four,  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your 
Majesty  in  Council,  the  following  scheme  relating  to  the  Dean 
and  Chapter  of  the  collegiate  church  of  Saint  Peter,  Westminster, 
of  which  corporation  Your  Majesty  is  visitor. 

*^  Whereas  the  said  Chapter  now  consists  of  a  dean  and  six 
canons,  six  canonries  having  been  suspended  under  the  pro- 
visions of  an  Act  passed  in  the  session  held  in  the  third  and 
fourth  years  of  Your  Majesty's  reign,  intituled  *  An  Act  to  carry 
*  into  effect,  with  certain  modifications,  the  fourth  Report  of  the 
'  Commissioners  of  Ecclesiastical  Duties  and  Revenues  :' 

'<  And  whereas  the  said  Dean  and  Chapter  have  agreed  with 
us  that  a  scheme  should  be  laid  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council, 
for  carrying  into  effect  a  transfer  to  us  of  part  of  the  property 
belonging  to  them  for  the  considerations  and  upon  the  terms 
herein- after  set  forth,  which  terms  are,  in  our  opinion,  fair  and 
reasonable ;  and  the  said  Dean  and  Chapter  have  further  agreed 
with  us  that  such  scheme  should  also  comprise  the  incidental 
provisions  herein-after  set  forth,  such  provisions  being  necessary 
for  carrying  into  effect  the  said  transfer : 

*^  And  whereas  the  lands,  tithes,  tenements,  and  hereditaments 
which  are  particularly  described  in  the  Schedule  hereunto 
annexed  and  marked  A,  are  part  of  the  property  of  the  said 
Dean  and  Chapter;  and  the  said  Dean  and  Chapter  are  also 
beneficially  interested  in  or  otherwise  entitled  to  the  sums  of 
stock  and  cash  particularly  specified  and  set  forth  in  the  sche- 
dule hereunto  annexed,  marked  C : 

^*  And  whereas  we  are  in  possession  of  certain  lands,  tene- 
ments, and  hereditaments  particularly  described  in  the  schedule 
hereunto  annexed  and  marked  B,  the  whole  of  which  are  vested 
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in  us  in  fee  simple,  excepting  small  portions  thereof  amounting 
to  about  twelve  acres,  which  are  held  by  us  under  leases  at 
peppercorn  rents,  granted  for  terms  of  eight  hundred  jears ;  and 
vre  ay»a1so  in  podsessiea  of  this  lands,*  tenemdatSy  and  hefedita-* 
ments  comprised  la  the  second  t>art  of  the  said  schedule 
marked  A,  having  acquired,  by  purchase  and  otherwise,  certain 
leasehold  and  copyhold  interests  therein  : 

"  And  whereas '  by  an  Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council, 
bearing  date  the  eighth  day  of  August,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
ei^ht  hundred  and  fifty-three,  and  duly  published  in  the  liondon 
Gazette  of  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  the  same  month,  and  made 
under  the  authority  of  the  heroin-before  mentioned  Act  of  the 
third  and  fourth  years  of  Your  Majesty,  and  of  another  Act  of 
the  fourth  and  fifth  years  of  Y<^r  Majesty,  iA^ituled  *.An  Act  to 

*  expl^n  and  amend  two  several  Acts  relating  to  the  Ecclesiastical 

*  Commissioners  for  England,'  provision  is  made  for  secfBiring'  to 
the  Dean  and  Canons  of  the  said  collegiate  church,  appointed 
subsequently  to  the  date  of  the  said  Order,  the  respective  annuid 
income  of  two  thousand  pounds  &r  such  dean  and  one  tbovsttid 
pounds  for  every  sach  canon,  it  being  by  the  said  Order  provided 
that  the  surplus  decanal  or  canonical  income  calculated  in  the 
manner  therein  specified,  shall  be  paid  over  to  ns,  ^>r  that  any 
deficiency  in  the  amount  of  such '  income  shall  be  made  np  by 
means  of  payments  out  of  our  funds  : 

"  And  whereas  two  of  the  canons  of  the  said  church  were 
appointed  previously  to  the  date  of  the  said  Order,  and'  are 
accordingly  now  receiving,  and  are  entitled  to  receive,  so  long  as 
they  may  continue  to  hold  their  canonries,  the  same  proportions 
of  the  capitular  income  as  they  would  have  been  entitled  to 
receive  had  such  Order  not  been  passed,  that  is  to  say,  the  Rcfve- 
rend  John  Thynne,  Doctor  in  Divini^,  commonly  called  Lord 
John  Thynne,  as  the  holder  of  a  canoni*y  to  which  he  was 
appointed  before  the  passing  of  the  said  Act  of  the  third  and 
fourth  years  of  Your  Majesty,  is  entitled  to  receive  the  whole 
share  of  capitular  income  arising  in  respect  of  his  said  canonry  ; 
and  the  Reverend  John  Jennings,  Master  of  Arts,'as  the  holder 
of  the  canonry  which  by  the  same  Act  was  annexed  to  the 
rectory  of  the  parish  of  Saint  John,  in  the  city  of  Westminster, 
is  entitled,  under  the  protrisions  of  the  san^e  Act,  and  of  another 
Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  twenty-ninth 
and  thirtieth  years  of  Your  Majesty,  and  intituled  'An  Act  to 
'  further  amend  the  Acts^  relating  to  the  Ecclesiastical  CdmmlfiH 
*  sioners  for  England,'  to  receive  two  third  parts  of  the  share  of 
capitular  revenue  arising  in  respect 'of  his  said  canonrv  ;  and  we 
are  satisfied,  after  due  enquiry,  that  the  shares  of  capitular^ 
revenue  which  the  said  John  Thynne  and  John  Jennings  are 
entitled  to  receive  respectively,  as  aforesaid,  may  be  fiiiriy  esti- 
mated as  exceeding  on  the  average  the  annual  incomes  to  which 
the  future  holders  of  theu:  canonries  will  be  entitled  by  the 
respective  annual  amounts  of  one  thousand  and  five  hundred 
pounds  and  six  hundred  and  sixty-six  pounds  thirteen  shillings- 
and  fburpence : 
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*'  And  whereas  the  Right  Reverend  Christopher,  Lord  Bishop  of 
Lincoln,  was  previously  to  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  February 
now  last  past,  on  which  date  he  succeeded  to  his  said  see,  the 
holder  of  a  canonry  in  the  said  church,  and  was  entitled  as  such 
canon,  under  the  provisions  of  an  Order  of  Your  Majesty  in 
Council,  dated  the  third  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty-three,  and  published  in  the  London  Gazette  on  the 
fourth  day  <^  the  same  month  (which  provisions  will  not  a^^t 
any  future  canon  of  the  said  church),  to  receive  five-sixths  of  the 
share  of  capitular  revenue  arising  in  respect  of  his  said  canonry, 
and  we  are  satisfied  that  the  share  of  capitular  revenue  which  the 
said  bishop  was  as  such  canon  thus  entitled  to  receive,  may  be 
estimated  as  exceeding  on  the  average  the  annual  income  to 
which  the  present  holder  of  the  same  canonry  will  be  entitled,  by 
.  the  amount  of  one  thousand  and  eighty-three  pounds  six  shillings 
and  eightpence  annually : 

"And  whereas  by  the  *  Public  Schools  Act,  1868,'  provision  is 
made  for  the  payment  by  us  to  the  governing  body  of  Westminster 
School  for  the  time  being  of  a  capital  sum  of  fifteen  thousand 
pounds  and  of  an  annual  sum  of  three  thousand  and  five  hundred 
pounds,  and  it  is  by  the  said  Act  enacted  that,  in  consideration  of 
the  said  payments,  all  annual  or  other  sums  of  money  which,  if 
the  said  Act  had  not  been  passed,  would  have  been  paid  to 
Westminster  School  by  the  said  dean  and  chapt^  after  the 
twenty-ninth  day  of  September,  one  thonsuid  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-eight,  shall  belong  and  be  paid  to  us  : 

"And  whereas  we  have  accordingly  pud  td  the  governing  body 
of  the  said  school  the  said  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  pounds,  and 
are  now  paying  to  such  governing  body  the  said  annual  sum  of 
three  thousand  and  five  hundred  pounds,  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  the  said  Act : 

A.nd  whereas,  after  due  inquiry,  we  have  satisfied  ourselves^ 
that  the  income  arising  from  the  lands  and  hereditaments  herein- 
after proposed  to  be  reserved  or  transferred  to  the  said  dean  and 
chapter,  and  from  the  several  annual  payments  proposed  to  be 
made  to  them  by  us,  will  sufilce,  after  the  appropriation  o£  a 
certain  part  of  such  income  in  the  manner  herein-after  reoom* 
mended,  to  the  maintenance  of  the  fabric,  establishment,  and 
services  of  the  said  church,  to  provide  for  the  present  and  future 
dean  and  canons  the  incomes  to  which  they  are  respectively 
entitled  under  the  provisions  of  the  herein-before  recited  Acts 
and  Orders  in  Council,  and  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  arrangement 
herein-af^er  set  forth  will  be  the  most  convenient  mode  of 
effecting  for  the  future  the  purposes  contemplated  in  the  first 
herein-before  mentioned  Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  CouncU : 

"  Now,  therefore,  with  the  consent  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of 
the  Collegiate  Church  of  Saint  Peter,  Westminster,  testified  by 
their  having  hereunto  afiixed  their  corporate  seal,  and  with  the 
consent  of  Your  Majesty,  as  visitor,  testified  by  Your  Majesty's 
sign  manual,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose  that  all  the 
manors,  lands,  tithes,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  and  the  sums 
specified  in  the  schedule  marked  C,  annexed  to  this  scheme,

togother  with  all  other  sums  of  stock  aad  cash,  if  any,  which 
belong  either  in  possession  or  i*eyersion  to  the  said  dean  and 
chapter,  excepting  auj  right  of  ecclesiastical,  educational,  or 
other  like  patronage,  the  siud  collegiate  chnrch  and  the  precincts 
thereof  (with  all  buildings  therein)  designated  the  pari^  of  the 
Close  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  Saint  Peter,  Westminster,  and 
excepting  also  the  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments  particu- 
larly described  in  the  two  parts  of  the  schedule  hereunto  annexed, 
marked  A,  together  with  the  benefit  of  the  perpetual  land  tax

rents,  profits,  and  proceeds  thereof  as  from  the  twenty-ninth  day 
of  September,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight  ;  and  that  in  consideration  of  and  for  such  transfer,  the  lands, 
tenements,  and  hereditaments  particularly  set  forth  in  the  sche- 
dule hereunto  annexed,  marked  B,  together  with  the  benefit  of 
the  perpetual  land  tax  charged  thereon,  which  has  been  redeemed, 
and  also  all  our  estate  and  interest  in  the  lands,  tenements,  and 
hereditaments,  particularly  set  forth  in  the  second  part  of  the 
schedule  hereunto  annexed,  marked  A,  shall,  upon  and  from  the 
day  on  which  any  Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council  ratifying 
this  scheme  shall  be  duly  published  in  the  London  Gazette,  he 
transferred  to  the  said  dean  and  chapter  in  the  manner  contem- 
plated by  the  said  first-mentioned  Act,  and  that  the  saad  dean 
and  chapter  shall  be  entitled  to  the  rents,  profits,  and  proceeds 
thereof,  as  from  the  said  twenty-ninth  day  of  September,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight ;  and  that  in  further 
consideration  of  and  for  such  transfer,  we  shall  surrender  all

"  And  whereas  by  an  Order  of  Your  Mfgesty  in  Council,  made 
under  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act,  bearing  date  the  first  day  of 
November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  duly 
published  in  the  London  Gazette*on  the  fourth  day  of  the  same 
month,  certain  lands  and  hereditaments  were  assigned  as  the 
endowment  of  the  see  of  Peterborough :

**  And  whereas  the  land  particularly  described  in  the  Schedule 
marked  B  annexed  to  this  scheme,  is  vested  in  us  for  an  estate  of 
fee  simple  in  possession  : 

"And  whereas  no  difference  of  opinion  has  arisen  between  the 
said  Bishop  and  the  said  Committee  as  to  the  fact  that  the  estates 
which  the  said  Committee  propose  should  be  left  and  assigned 
respectively  to  the  said  see  are  sufficient  (after  a  certain  expen- 
penditure  shall  have  been  made  in  improving  the  same  as 
is  herein-after  mentioned)  to  produce  the  net  average  annual 
income  of  four  thousand  and  five  hundred  pounds,  and  no 
more  :

of  the  said  see. 

"And  we  also  recommend  and  propose,  with  a  view  to  the 
securing  of  such  net  annual  income  as  aforesaid,  that  upon  such 
publication  as  aforesaid  of  any  Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council 
ratifying  this  scheme,  and  without  any  further  conveyance  or 
assurance  in  the  law  other  than  such  duly  published  Order,  the 
land  particularly  described  in  the  Schedule  marked  B  annexed  to 
this  scheme,  estimated  to  produce  the  net  average  annual  income 
of  two  pounds,  with  its  appurtenances,  and  all  our  right,  title, 
and  interest  therein,  shall  be  and  become  vested  in  the  said 
Bishop  of  Peterborough  and  his  successors,  and  that  the  said 
bishop  shall  be  entitled  to  the  rents,  profits,  and  proceeds  thereof 
as  from  the  herein-before  mentioned  date  of  avoidance  of  the  said 
see. 
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.  *^  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose  that  We  sh&U  forth- 
with  provide  a  sum  of  one  thoasaad  three  hundred  and  tea  pou^d^ 
to  be  expended  to  our  satisfaction  bj  the  Bishop  of  Peterborough 
ip  the  erection  of  cottages  and  farm  buildings,  or  in  the  improve- 
ment of  the  same,  on  the  lands  which  by  this  scheme  are  proposed 
and  recommended  to  be  the  endowment  of  the  said  see,  such  expen- 
diture being  necessary  in  order  to  render  the  same  lands  suitable 
for  producing  permanently  a  net  average  annual  income  of  four 
thousand  fwd  five  hundred  pounds  as  aforesaid. 

**  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing  any 
other  measures  relating  to  the  matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act,  or  of  any  other 
Act  of  Parliament.

Whbbsas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have, 
in  pursuance  of  the  "  Ecclesiastical  Commission  Act,  1868,"  duly 
prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council  a  scheme, 
bearing  date  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  July,  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  in  the  words  and  figures 
following  ;  that  is  to  say  : 

^  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pur* 
suance  of  ^The  Ecclesiastical  Commission  Act,  1868,'  sections 
three  and  four,  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your 
Majesty  in  Council,  the  following  scheme  relating  to  the  Dean 
and  Chapter  of  the  cathedral  chui-ch  of  the  Holy  and  Undivided 
Trinity  in  Ely. 

^Whereas  the  said  chapter  now  consists  of  a  dean  and  six 
canons,  two  canonries  having  been  suspended  under  the  pro- 
visions of  an  Act  passed  in  the  session  held  in  the  third  and 
fourth  years  of  Your  Majesty's  reign,  intituled  'An  Act  to  carry 
into  effect,  with  certain  modifications,  the  fourth  Report  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Ecclesiastical  Duties  and  Revenues.' 

« And  whereas  the  said  dean  and  chapter  have  agreed  with 
us  that  a  scheme  should  be  laid  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council 
for  carrying  into  effect  a  transfer  to  us  of  part  of  the  property 
belonging  to  them,  for  the  considerations  and  upon  the  terms 
harein-a^r  set  forth,  which  terms  are  in  our  opinion  &ir  and

''And  whereas  the  lands  and  hereditaments  particularly  de- 
scribed in  the  schedule  hereunto  annexed,  marked  A,  are  vested 
in  U8  in  fee  simple  in  possession,  and  the  lauds,  tenements,  here- 
ditaments, and  sums  of  stock  particularly  described  in  the 
schedule  hereunto  annexed,  marked  B,  are  part  of  the  property 
of  the  said  dean  and  chapter. 

''  Now,  therefore,  with  the  consent  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter 
of  the  cathedral  church  of  the  Holy  and  Undivided  Trinity  in 
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Ely,  and  of  the  Right  Reverend  Edward  Harold,  Bishop  of  Ely, 
as  visitor  of  the  said  dean  and  chapter  (testified  by  their  having 
hereunto  affixed  their  respective  corporate  seals),  we  humbly 
recommend  and  propose,  that  all  the  property  which  now  belongs 
to  the  said  dean  and  chapter  (excepting  any  ecclesiastical,  educa- 
tional, or  other  like  patronage,  the  cathedral  church  and  the 
residences,  buildings,  gardens,  and  enclosures,  forming  the 
cathedral  precincts  and  otherwise  known  as  the  parish  of  Ely 
College,  and  also  excepting  the  lands,  tithes,  tenements,  here- 
ditaments, and  sums  of  stock  particularly  described  in  the 
schedule  hereunto  annexed  marked  B,  and  the  property  held 
by  the  said  dean  and  chapter  for  the  benefit  of  the  lay  clerks 
of  the  cathedral  church,  or  in  trust  for  special  or  charitable 
purposes),  shall,  together  with  the  benefit  of  the  perpetual  land 
tax  charged  thereupon,  which  has  been  redeemed,  upon  and  from 
the  day  on  which  any  Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council

for  such  transfer  to  us  as  aforesaid,  we  shall  surrender  all  right, 
and  be  excluded  from  all  participation  in  respect  of  the  said 
suspended  canonries  to  and  in  the  estates  and  property  to  be 
retained  by  the  said  dean  and  chapter,  or  to  be  by  any  Order 
of  Your  Majesty  in  Council  ratifying  this  scheme,  or  by  any 
other  Order  made  under  the  said  first-mentioned  Act,  transferred 
to  them  as  part  of  their  permanent  endowment,  and  in  the  rents 
and  profits  thereof,  and  in  the  money  payments  herein-after 
mentioned,  and  that  in  further  consideration  of  and  for  such 
transfer  to  us  as  aforesaid,  there  shall  be  paid  by  us  by  equal 
half-yearly  payments  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  March  and  the 
twenty-ninth  day  of  September  in  every  year  to  the  said  dean 
and  chapter,  the  annual  sum  of  ^ve  thousand  and  two  hundred 
pounds,  and  that  the  payment  of  such  annual  sum  shall  continue 
until  the  said  dean  and  chapter  shall  have  been,  under  the 
authority  provided  by  the  said  first-mentioned  Act,  put  into

to  be  transfen*ed  to  us  which  became  renewable  prior  to  the 
said  twenty-fifth  day  of  March  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-nine,  there  shall  be  paid  by  us  to  the  said  dean  and 
chapter,  immediately  upon  the  publication  as  aforesaid  of  any 
Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council  ratifying  this  scheme,  a  sum 
of  six  thousand  pounds,  and  that  the  receipt  or  receipts  of  the 
treasurer  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  dean  and  chapter  shall 
be  a  good  and  valid  discharge  to  us  for  all  or  any  and  every 
such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  shall  therein  be  expressed  to  have 
been  paid  to  him  by  us  under  the  authority  of  this  scheme  when 
ratified  as  aforesaid : 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose  that  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing 
any  further  or  other  measures  relating  to  the  matters  aforesaid, 
in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act  or  of  any  other 
Act  of  Parliament.

PRESENT  : 

The  Queen'is  most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

Whbbeas  the  Eecleaiaatical  Commissioiiers  for  England  have, 
in  pursuance  of  the  Act  of  the  third  and  fourth  y^artf  of  Her 
Majesty,  chapter  one  ^hundred  and  thirteen,  and  of  the  Act  of  the 
seventeenth  and  eighteenth  years  of  Her  Migesty,  chapter  eighty- 
four,  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Migea^  in  Council  a 
scheme,  bearing  date  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  July,  in  tie  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  in  the  words  fol- 
lowing :  that  is  to  say : 

<<We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pur-

"  Whereas  the  Right  Honourable  and  most  Reverend  William, 
Archbishop  of  York,  is  in  right  of  his  see  the  patron  both  of  the 
vicarage  of  Lythe,  in  the  said  county  and  diocese,  and  of  th^ 
vicarage  of  XJgthorpe  aforesaid  : 

JiJkd  whereas  the  said  vicarage  of  XJgthorpe  is  &t  pi^ettent  ill 
^endowed,  and  the  said  vicarage  of  Lythe  is  or  will  be  competently 
endowed  independently  of  the  lands  and  hereditaments  her6in-«f^ 
particularly  mentioned,  and  it  has  been  represented  to  us,  and 
^e  are  of  opinion,  that  additional  provision  should  be  made  fbir 
the  cure  of  souls  within  the  said  new  parish  of  U|^horpe  by 
means  of  the  apportionment  of  the  endowment  of  the  said  viclu^age 
of  Lythe,  which  is  herein-afler  recommended  and  proposed  : 

^^  And  whereas  part  of  the  endowment  of  the  said  vicarage  of 
Lythe  consists  of  a  certain  messuage,  lands,  buildings,  and  here-

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have, 
in  pursuance  of  the  Act  of  the  eighth  and  ninth  years  of  Her 
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Majesty,  chapter  seventy ;  of  the  Act  of  the  fourteenth  and 
fifteenth  years  of  Her  Majesty,  chapter  nineiy-seren  ;  and  of  the 
Act  of  the  nineteenth  and  twentieth  years  of  Her  Majesty, 
chapter  fifty^fire,  doly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in 
Council  a  representation,  hearing  date  the  fifth  day  of  August,  in 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  six^-nine,  in  the  words 
and  figures  following ;  that  is  to  say : 

''We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  Englmidi  in  pur- 
suance of  the  Act  of  the  eighth  and  ninth  years  of  Your  Mi^esty, 
chapter  seventy ;  of  the  Act  of  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  years 
of  Tour  Majesty,  chapter  ninetynseven ;  and  of  the  Act  of  the 
nineteenth  and  twentieth  years  of  Your  Majesty,  chnpter  fifty 
five,  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your  Majesty  in 
Council,  the  following  representation  as  to  the  assignment  of  a 
consolidated  chapelry  to  the  consecrated  church  of  Saint  Luke, 
situate  at  Torquay,  in  the  parish  of  Tonnohun,  in  the  county  of 
Devon  and  in  the  diocese  of  Exeter. 

"  Whereas  at  certain  extremities  of  the  said  parish  of  Tor- 
mohun,  and  of  the  new  parish  of  Upton,  in  the  county  and 
diocese  albresaid,  which  said  extremities  lie  contiguous  one  to 
another,  and  are  described  in  the  schedule  hereunder  written, 
there  is  collected  together  a  population  which  is  situate  at  a 
distance  from  the  several  churches  of  such  parish  and  new 
parish  respectively  : 

''And  whereas  it  appears  to  us  to  be  expedient  that  such 
contiguous  portions  of  the  said  parish  of  Tormohun,  and  of  the 
said  new  parish  of  Upton,  should  be  formed  into  a  consolidated 
ehapelry  for  all  ecclesiastical  purposes,  and  that  the  same  should  be 
assigned  to  the  said  church  of  Saint  Luke,  situate  at  Torquay  as 
i^msaid : 

"Now,  therefore,  with  the  consent  of  the  Right  Reverend 
Henry,  Bishop  of  the  said  diocese  of  Exeter,  with  the  consent  of 
Charles  Herbert  Mallock,  of  Cockington  Court,  near  Torquay 
aforesaid.  Esquire,  the  patron  of  the  vicarage  of  the  said  parish 
of  Tormohun,  and  with  the  consent  of  Sir  Lawrence  Palk,  of 
Haldon  House,  in  the  said  county  of  Devon,  Baronet,  the  patron 
of  the  rectory  of  the  said  new  parish  of  Upton  (in  testimony 
whereof  they,  the  said  consenting  parties,  have  respectively 
signed  and  sealed  this  representation),  we,  the  said  Ecclesiastical 
C^missioners  for  England,  humbly  represent,  that  it  would  in 
our  opinion  be  expedient^  that  all  those  contiguous  portions  of 
the  said  parish  of  Tormohun,  and  of  the  said  new  parish  of 
Upton,  which  are  described  in  the  schedule  hereunder  written, 
all  which  portions,  together  with  the  boundaries  thereof,  are 
delineated  and  set  forth  on  the  map  or  plan  hereunto  annexed, 
should  be  united  and  formed  into  one  consolidated  chapelry  for 
the  said  church  of  Saint  Luke,  situate  at  Torquay  as  aforesaid, 
and  that  the  same  should  be  named  '  The  Consolidated  Chapelry 
of  Saint  Luke,  Torquay,'  and  that  the  right  of  presentation  and 
appointment  to  the  church  of  such  consolidated  chapelry  should 
belong  to,  and  be  exercised  by,  the  Reverend  Joseph  Hemington 
Hanis,  Doctor  in  Divinity,  the  Vicai*  or  Licnmbent  of  the 
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vicarage  of  the  said  parish  of  Tormohun>  and  by  his  sucoeasors,' 
vicars  or  incumbents  of  the  same  vicarage,  for  ever, 

"We,  therefore,  humbly  pray  that  Your  Majesty  will  be^ 
graciously  pleased  to  take  the  premises  into  Your  Koyal  con- 
sideration, and  to  make  such  Order  in  respect  thereto  as  to  Your 
Mi^esty,  in  Your  Royal  wisdom,  shall  eeem  meet. 

"The  Schedule  to  which  the  foregoing  Representation  has 
reference.

^^  All  those  contiguous  portions  of  the  parish  of  Tormohiin,  in.

parish  of  Upton,  in  the  same  county  and  diocese,  which  are 
comprised  within,  and  are  bounded  by,  an  imaginary  It&e .  ccm^ 
mencing  at  the  pointy  near  the  Town  Hall,  where  Abbey  Road  i^ 
joined  by  Lower  Union  Street,. at  which  point  the  boundary  which 
divides  the  said  parish  of  Tormohun  fn»n  the   consolidated 
chapelry  of  Saint  John,  Torquay,  in  the  county  and  diocese

extending  thence  south-westward,   along  the  middle  of  Mark^ 
Street  aforesaid,  to  its  junction  with  Lower  Union  Street  afore-

And  whereas  the  said  representation  has  been  approved  by 
Her  Majesty  in  Council :  Now,  therefore,  Her  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  of  Her  said  Council,  is  pleased  hereby  to  ratify 
the  said  representation,  and, to  order  and  direct  that  the  same 
and  every  part  thereof  shall  be  effectual  in  law  immediately  froni 
and  after  the  time  when  this  Order  shall  have  been  duly  pub-* 
lished  in  the  London  Gazette,  pursuant  to  the  said  Acts ;  and 
Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  like  advice,  is  pleased  hereby  to 
<lirect  that  tnis  Order  be  forthwith  registered  by  the  Registrar  of 
the  said  diocese  of  Exeter.

McJeBty,  chapter  one  hundred  and  four,  dvlj  pr^Mured  and  laid 
b^re  Her  Mcyesty  in  Council  a  scheme,  b^iag  date  the  fifth 
day  of  August,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sizty- 
nine,  in  the  words  following  ;  that  is  to  say  :

ecclesiastical  district  of  Saint  Martin  in-the-Fields,  Liverpool, 
within  the  original  limits  of  the  parish  of  Liverpool,  in  the 
county  of  Lancaster  and  in  the  diocese  of  Chester. 

*^  Whereas  it  has  been  made  to  appeal*  to  us  that  it  would 
promote  the  interests  of  religion,  that  the  particular  part  of  ibe 
said  ecclesiastical  district  of  Saint  Martin-in-the-Fields,  Liver- 
pool* which  is  herein-after  mentioned  and  described  (such  part 
not  at  present  containing  within  its  hmits  any  consecrated 
church  or  chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  divine  worship) 
should  be  constituted  a  separate  district  in  the  manner  herein- 
after recommended  and  set  forth : 

''And  whereas  the  Reverend  Charles  Pamell,  of  Liverpool^ 
Clerk,  has  contributed  and  paid  to  the  credit  of  our  account  at 
the  Bank  of  England  the  sum  of  three  thousand  pounds  sterling, 
in  aid  of  the  endowment  of  the  district  herein-after  recommend^ 
to  be  constituted,  and  of  the  maintenance  of  the  Licumbent 
thereof  for  the  time  being,  and  we  have,  in  respect  of  such  sum, 
agreed  with  the  said  Charles  Parnell,  and  have  undertaken  to 
provide  and  pay,  by  equal  half-yearly  payments  on  the  first  day 
of  May  and  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  and  every  year,  to 
such  Incumbent  as  aforesaid,  when  duly  licensed  in  accordance 
ynth  the  provisions  of  the  herein  secondly  mentioned  Act,  and  to 
his  successors,  the  yearly  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds : 

*^  And  whereas  the  said  sum  of  three  thousand  pounds  sterling 
has  been  so  contributed  and  paid  as  aforesaid,  upon  the  under- 
standing and  condition  that  (such  arrangement  appearing  to  us  to 
be  expedient)  the  whole  right  of  patronage  of  the  said  district, 
and  of  the  nomination  of  the  Incumbent  thereof^  should  be 
assigned  in  the  manner  herein-after  recommended  and  proposed : 

« And  whereas  we  have  also  determined  to  make  and  pay,  out 
of  the  Common  Fund  created  by  the  firstly  herein-mentioned  Act, 
to  the  Incumbent  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  district  herein- 
after recommended  to  be  constituted,  when  and  so  soon  as  a

of  Middlesex,  gentleman,  and  their  successors,  as  herein-after  is 
mentioned  ;  upon  trust,  nevertheless,  that  they,  the  said  Bramley 
Radford,  Edward  Bromehead,  Henry  Duckworth,  Rodolpli 
Zwilchenbart,  and  John  Parnell,  and  their  successors,  shall,  upon 
the  first  and  each  successive  legal  vacancy  in  or  avoidance  of  the 
ministry  of  the  said  district  or  new  parish,  up  to  and  inclusive 
of  the  twentieth  such  vacancy  which  shall  occur  within  the  said 
period  of  forty  years,  exercise  such  right  of  patronage  and  nomi- 
nation, by  nominating  to  the  same  ministry  some  one  fit  and 
proper  person,  beins  in  holy  orders  of  the  Church  of  England, 
to  be  approved  of  for  the  purpose  by  them  the  trustees  for  the 
time  being  of  the  said  right  of  patronage  and  nomination,  or  by 
a  majority  of  them :  Provided  always,  and  we  hereby  further 
recommend  and  propose,  that  when  and  so  often  as,  during  the 
said  space  of  forty  years,  the  said  Bramley  Radford,  Edward 
Bromehead,  Henry  Duckworth,  Rodolph  Zwilchenbart,  and  John 
Parnell,  or  any  future  trustees  or  trustee,  shall  die,  resign,  or 
become  incapable  of  acting  in  the  execution  of  the  trust  hereby 
recommended  and  proposed  to  be  created,  or  shall  desire  to  retire 
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from  the  sftid  trust,  then,  and  in  every  such  case,  a  new  trustee 
or  new  trustees  of  the  said  right  of  patronage  and  nomination 
•hall  be  ^pointed  f<^  the  remaining  term  of  the  said  3pace  of 
forty  years,  in  the  manner  and  subject  to  the  several  provisions 
set  forth  in  and  provided  by  the  tenth  section  of  the  Act  of  th^ 
fourteenth  and  fifteenth  years  of  Your  Majesty,  chapter  ninety^- 
seven,  with  respect  to  new  trustees  to  be  appointed  und^  the 
provisions  of  such  last-mentioned  statute  :  Provided  always,  and 
we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful 
for  the  said  Bramley  Radford,  Edward  Bromehead,  Henry  Duck- 
w<»rth,  Bodolph  Zwilchenbart,  and  John  PameU,  nor  for  any  of 
them,  nor  for  any  future  trustees  or  trustee  (whether  appointed 
as  herein- before  is  provided,  or  howsoever  otherwise)  acting  in 
execution  of  the  trust  hereby  recommended  to  be  created,  of 
having  the  right  of  patronage  or  nomination  as  aforesaid,  at  any 
fime  to  sell  or  otherwise  depart  with  or  dispose  of,  for  any  valu* 
able  consideration,  the  said  right  of  patronage  or  nomination, 
but  that  the  same  right  shall  at  all  times"  hereafter  be  held  and 
exercised  according  to  the  tenor  of  this  scheme,  and  not  other- 
wise. 

'^  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose  that,  upon  and  after 
the  expiration  or  other  sooner  determination  of  the  assignment 
of  such  right  of  patronage  and  nomination  as  aforesaid,  the  whole 
right  or  remaining  right  of  such  patronage  and  nomination  shall, 
witiiout  aoy  assurance  in^the  law  other  than  this  scheme,  and  Aaj 
duly  gazetted  Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council  ratifying  the 
same,  be  assigned  to  and  be  absolutely  vested  in,  and  shall  and 
may  from  time  to  time  be  exercised  by,  the  then  Bishop  of  the 
said  diocese  of  Chester,  and  by  his  successors  bishops  of  the  same 
diocese  for  ever.

Majesty  in  Council :  Now,  therefore,  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with 
the  advice  of  Her  said  Council,  is  pleased  hereby  to  ratify  the 
said  scheme,  and  to  order  and  direct  that  the  same,  and  every 
part  thereof,  shall  be  effectual  in  law  immediately  from  and  after 
the  ^me  when  this  Order  shall  have  been  duly  published  in  the

<oC  the  herein-mentioned  Acts,  or  of  some  of  them,  and  wo  have 
in  respect  of  such  hereditaments  and  premises  agreed  to  make 
and  pay  out  of  the  Common  Fund  created  by  the  firstly  herein-

of  Saint  Michael,  Shoreditch,  on  the  west  partly  by  the  new

King  George  the  Third,  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  ; 
of  the  Act  of  the  second  and  third  years  of  Her  Majesty, 
chapter  forty-nine  ;  and  of  the  Act  of  the  nineteenth  and  twen- 
tieth years  of  Her  Majesty,  chapter  fifty-five,  duly  prepared 
and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council  a  representation,  bearing 
date  the  fifth  day  of  August,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-nine,  in  the  words  following  ;  that  is  to  say  :
